Th3 aeral craft, which bad 
gone from FriadriehaliafM to 
Mayuiice yesterdaj, and (lurini; 
the oiicht had come, back a« f)tr 
as Kchterdingen near Stuttgart, 
saddenly burst into flames in the 
midst of a storm. Several x- 
plosions followed, aud lu h few 
roinneu to ship waa tn ruinp. 
LighteniuK is boliavad to have 
caused the fire. 

The storm came unejcpectedly. 
A fierce gust ot wind tore the 
balloon from it-* nnchoraite and 
drove i( southwest for about 
fifty yarda. The reaf pitrt of 
urent fabric droopied, ami smoke 
and flames were aeen to burst 
from one end to thd other. In 
a few aecooda oame the expiosioi 
Mini a irreat column of flame shot 
up Tills was followed by the 
orHshiog to the OMlb of tho mo- 
tors and frames that had been 
attached to the air ship. Sev- 
eral bystanders were knocked 
down. 

The air ship had jti.^l om 
pleted the most remarkable vu>- 
a^e in the hiaterr of atrial iMtvi 
sratiou when disaster overtook 
It. It left the lake uf Couatauce 
yesterday for a trip to Maybnce 
andretoro. Tha flight waa |(nc- 
cessful in many ways The ma- 
chine respouded abeoiutely tu 
the control of its pilots and was 
navigated over the Lake of in- 
stance, dowu tbe Valley ef the 
Rhine, over Strassburg aud Sev- 
eral olbar oitiea, and was ex- 
pected back at its atATtioR point 
this morhioK- ' ^ 

It aaffered . aif aoeideat l«at 
evening, however, aud had to 
come to the surface of the Rhine 
for repairs. These did not take 
long and tha eraft toon was on 
its way again. Shortly before 
8 o'clock tbis morning, when the 
maehiaa «•§ expaotad at Pri«d> 
riohahafeo, its point of depar 
ture, it came down at Kcbter 
dingeu, five miles south of Stntt- 
gaf (, beoaose klM»r puton box of 
one of the motors bad become 
overheated, and because the 
amoQDt of gaa in the balloon had 
been reduced as a result of sail- 
ing in high altitudes.

Notwltk- 
ataadlBB tko auny yoara toat kavo 
paaod oineo tko me m or a ble day of 
Juno 18^ 181B,' tke entbo acene of tbe 
kattlo remains practically unchanged 
and untouched, and the very buildings 
around which the tide of battle surged 
the fierceot, ssve for the necessary res- 
torations of the damage they sustain- 
ed 111 thf conllict, remain exactly as 
they were, nor baa any enctoackmont 
of building or p agr saa asamd tka kto 
toric field. 

The battlefield of Waterloo Is an 
opea, nndnlatlng streteb of good iarm- 
tofflaad.
